The prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest manufacturing a nanostructure wherein a 
nanosource material is caused to "restructure from" a part of the template, the restructuring from 
the template being in the form of a reassembling on the atomic scale of the nanosource material 
as required in claim 1 or manufacturing an electronic device by forming nanotubes conductively 
connecting two points on a carrier with the restructured/exfoliated nanostructure or the 
nanostructure formed possess new properties relative to those possessed prior to the 
restructuring/exfoliatin as required in claims 13 and 45.
